SOME VALUABLE PAPERS STOLEN. 


A Terr* Haute Attorney, After Distract- 


ing the Attention of the Agent of a 
New York Carriage Manufactory, Makes 
1Vay with I'apcr. Valued at »5O,OOO— 
The Culprit Arrested but the Paper* 
Are Gone—A Sensational Affair. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—Through the trick 


of Attorney H. R. Catlin of Terre Haute, 
Ind., J. W. Phillips, agent lu this city 
of Keeler & Jennings, carriage manu- 
facturers of Rochester. N. Y., lost papers 
which he valued at *50 000. Phillip* has 
occupied room 470 at the Palmer for 
several years, and it was there that the 
theft occurred. Several years ago an in- 
ventor named Herman, at Terre Haute, 
perfected the plan o£ a coach possessing 
valuable improvements 
He had no cap- 


ital and it was some time before he was 
able to secure enough to begin the manu- 
facture of his invention. Even then the 
work went on slowly, owing to insuffi- 
cient means, although the carriage found 
ready sale and was geneaally satisfactory. 
In this 
extremity Herman applied to 


Phillips, who is one of the best known 
carriage men in the country and has been 
the agent of the Rochester firm for many 
years. 


The Buslnesi Prospered. 


The latter agreed to take hold of th < 


enterprise and to furnish the capital re- 
quired, providing he were given an oppor 
lunity to .secure a half interest in the busi- 
nesb on terms which he named. 
The ar- 


rangements were completed, Phillips paid 
the inventor ?3,000 and the manufacture 
of the coaches was begun on a business 
basis. 
The business prospered so well 


that Herman, it is said, boon began to re- 
gret his bargain. 
He made various ef- 


forts to secure from Phillips a modifica- 
tion of the contract, and. being unsuccess 
ful, finally proposed to purchase his part 
ner's interest 
Phillips was not averse to 


selling, providing he got his price, and 
negotiations were carried on by letter, 
when Phillips received a telegiam from 
Herman, in which the latter said that he 
would be at the Palmer House at 2:30 
o'clock to close the deal if possible. About 
that hour, as Phillips twas -in his room 
awaiting the arrival of Herman, n card 
was brought up bearing the name of H. 
Rl 
Catlin, 
attorney-at law. 
Phillips 


noticed that the address was Terre Haute, 
and, thinking that the visitor might have 
been sent by Herman, asked that he be 
told to come up. 


Played a Smooth Game. 


When Catllu came he explained that he 


was there also to meet Herman, and thi 
two men fell to talking about the inveii 
tion. Three o'clock came and Herman dit 
not appear. Catlin expressed surprise at 
his tardiness 
Fiunlly he said to Mr 


Phillips that while they were waiting for 
Herman he would like to examine the con 
veyance of the patent to Phillips, the cou 
tracts aud other papers connected with the 
transaction. Suspecting nothing, Phillips 
took the documents from his desk am 
passed them to the attorney, who busiec 
himself in scrutinizing them. Suddenly 
Catlin exclaimed: '-Oh, here is a letter 
that Herman sent you 
I nearly forgot tc 


deliver it." Phillips took the envelope 
lint the penmanship was so minute he 
could ^cnrcely decipher it. Adjusting his 
glasses he went to a window. The en 
velope contained a blank piece of paper 
Phillips turned to where Catlin had been 
sitting for an explanation. The chair was

The lawyer had departed with al

The Speakers at the Chantauqua Camp 


Talk Politics Mildly. 


F. M. B. A., and prohibition were the 


subjects at the Chatuaqua camp yesterday, 
The discussions were mild, though, for the 
most part. The two old parties-were not 
abused very much. There was no Helen 
Gougarism about any of the speeches. 


The music of ilie day was unusually 


good. The Hoosier quartet, composed of 
yonng men from Indiana, members of the 
F. M. B. A., arrived in the forenoon and 
did some good singing daring the day. 
They have a number of F. M. B. A. songs 
that are new and interesting. At Bight 
Misses Mary Weaver, of Decatur, and Mame 
Busby, of Tuscola. two music teachers 
of unusual 
ability, 
sang 
a 
number 


of selections that were well received. They 
are pleasing singers and their appearance 
on the platform was greeted by the audience 
with great satisfaction. 


At 10 in the morning Rtv. Cate gave a 


talk on scientific temperance, using charts 
te illustrate his words. 


At 10:30 John r. Stelle, general secre- 


tary of the National F. M. B. A., made a 
half hour's talk about the organization and 
the need of it. He said the farmers were 
not opposed to other people. The different 
farmers, orders now have 3,000,000 mem' 
bers, most of whom have joined the socie- 
ties in the last year or two. He said 
the organisations would not touch politics, 
except as their principles happened to be 
the same as some political party's. Then 
they would go in for the principles, no mat 
ter how that affected the parties. Politics 
or candidates are not discussed in the or- 
ganisations, but principles are. The farmers 
are not against the townspeople or the 
lawyers, but if any attempt is made to pass 
laws adverse to the interests of the farmers, 
then the farmers are going to do their best 
to repeal that legislation and escape from 
its evil effects. 


W. H. Boles, state organizer of the F. M. 


B. A., arrived about 11:30 and then began 
his speech on "Courage and Cowardice." 
His words were along the same line as tbe 
previous speaker's, though of course the 
ideas were different. He said the F. M. B. 
A. was nonpolitical, but it must not be 
afraid 
of 
injuring 
s"me 
of 
the 


political parties in its efforts to carry out 
the principles of the organuation, which 
were to benefit the farmer and right the 
wrongs from which he lias been suffering. 


John P. Stelle spoke again in the after- 


noon on "The Money Power." He did not 
abuse

millionaires, 
or 
people 


who had made their money and were 
usine; it for their own benefit, but rather 
characterized the national banks as the 
money power that is causing a great deal of 
trouble. He traced the history of the na- 
tional banking movement and showed that 
a change is needed in that system.
